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Sabre-Jet Sets New World 
Speed Mark at Saltón Sea 


Record of 699.9 Miles Per Hour Established 


in Four Flights over Below Sea Level Course 


T he desert area, a few m iles east of Palm Springs, was the 
setting for a n?w international airplane speed record last w eek 
w hen an F-SGD Sabre jet roared over Saltón Sea at 699.9 miles 
an hour. 
It was reported that in test runs previously the plane 
had exceeded 700 miles an hour. 
R isking his life to set the new 
record w as Capt. Slade Nash, a 
31-year-old Sioux City. Iowa, m an 
w ith three children. His wife, but 
n o t his three daughters, w atched 
as C aptain Nash barreled the 
sw ept-w ing North A m erican in ­ 
terceptor jet four tim es over the 
course, as close as 100 feet to 
th e ground although he could 
have flown it at 328 feet. 
Nash had only to hit 670 m iles 
an hour to sh atter the previous 
w orld speed record set Septem ­ 
ber 10. 1948, by Maj Richard L. 
Johnson, air m aterial com m and 
test pilot, at Edw ards Air Force 
Base in an earlier Sabrejet—the 
FS6A. 
Johnson’s 
m ark 
w'as 
670.981 m .p.h. and Nash w as re ­ 
quired to fly 5 m.p.h. faster to 
set a new record. 


NASH'S SABRE jet carried a 
full rocket load. A dding hazard 
to the inherent danger of g u n ­ 
ning a plane to near 700 m.p.h. 
w as the low altitu d e— below sea 
level—at w hen the run for rec­ 
ord w as m ade. 
Fuel requirem ents are m uch 
higher at sea level th an at high 
levels and air pressure on the 
plane is approxim ately foul tim es 
greater. 
In 
addition, 
aerody­ 
nam ic problem s of drag, hulfet. 
sta b ility an d structural strength 
are 
greatly 
increased 
at 
sea 
level. However, low altitu d e and 
high tem peratures m ake higher 
speeds possible. 


CONDITIONS WERE NOT ideal 
for the test. O fficials had hoped 
for 85-degree tcm ñera tures but, 
at 
approxim ately 
1:45 
p. 
w hen the speed runs were m ade 
the reading w as only 75.5 d e ­ 
grees. 
N ash cam e w ithin 
shouting 
dstance of the speed of sound— 
about 760 m.p.h. at sea level. 


The 
speed 
of 
sound—called 
MACH 1—has m any tim es been 
surpassed by jet planes in dives 
at high altitu d es—in fact, most 
jet pilots pass this barrier at 
som e tim e or other— but never 
under the considerably more d if­ 
ficult conditions of an official 
attem p t to break the w orld speed 
record. 


NASH ALSO SET another rec­ 
ord— being 
the 
first 
pilot 
to 
break a w'orld speed record at 
below -sea-level 
altitudes.

Saltón Sea is 235 feet below sea 
level and N ash’s Sabre jet w as 
not believed to have gone above 
the sea level m ark during his 
speed runs. 
Scene of the run w as desolate, 
g u lly -slashed barren shore land 
about a m ile and a h a lf below 
Durm id, a railroad crossing, and 
just south of the R iverside-Im ­ 
perial county lines. 
About 100 new sm en, cam era­

w ere present. Head tim er w as C. 
S. Logsdon of W ashington, D. C„ 
director of the NAA Contest Di­ 
vision.

To those of us who have been 
here some years the novel char­ 
acteristics 
of 
our 
community 
have become routine to the ex­ 
tent that they arouse no surprise 
in us from a policing standpoint. 
These differences are brought 
into sharp focus, however, when 
any considerable number oí new 
m en are added to the depart­ 
m ent—as is the case at the pres­ 
ent time— because several vet­ 
eran mem bers have left for more 
lucrative employment. 
At the present time there are 
22 men on the force, eight of 
w hom —or 
38 
per 
cen'—have 
been w ith us less than 60 days. 
W ith two exceptions they are 
new to Palm Springs. Imagine 
the 
orientation 
problem 
that 
confronts 
them and the 
load 
th at is dropped on the veterans 
who form the backbone of the 
departm ent. 


BECAUSE they are needed im ­ 
m ediately there is no provision 
for pre-employment training in 
police 
techniques, 
department 
policies, 
public 
relations 
and 
Village geography. This is h an­ 
dled by a preliminary series of 
group conferences with the Chief 
and then by on-the-job instruc­ 
tion by qualified members of the 
departm ent. 
Informal 
conversations 
with 
the so-called “old. timers” are 
encouraged and are invaluable 
in adapting the rookie to our 
resort type of operation. Among 
those who have previous experi­ 
ence some find this adjustm ent 
pretty difficult. 
They 
are instructed 
traffic- 
wise, to issue citations only on 
flagrant violations and to en­ 
gage in a form of missionary 
work that seeks the cooperation 
of the citizen rather than com­ 
pelling his compliance. 


THAT THEIR ROLE is one of 
assistance to persons in diffi­ 
culty rather than responding for 
the purpose of invoking punitive 
m easures— 
That the overwhelming 
per­ 
centage of the population is law 
abiding and decent and are here 
primarily for rest and relax a­ 
tion with no intent to violate 
the law, and therefore deserve 
every consideration. 
As" for those with criminal in­ 
tent, they are to be given no 
quarter and every effort is made 
to delect and apprehend them 
before, if possible, and not after 
a crime h as been committed! 
Due to the nature of the com­ 
m unity an d its Winter population 
these directives are recited more 
easily than they are executed. 
For exam ple:

SECTION 647 of the California 
Penal Code defines as vagrant 
"every person who roams about 
from place to place without any 
lawful business.” Consider the 
confusion of the conscientious of­ 
ficer who sets out to enforce this 
law without a comprehensive ac­ 
quaintance with both our per­ 
m anent and Winter population. 
A few w rong guesses, which get 
the boss 
into hot water, and 
the well m eaning officer begins 
to lose interest in law enforce­ 
ment. 
We have here, both permanent 
and 
visiting, 
some characters

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The Other Side of the City Hail 


by CITY MANAGER RUSSELL RINK 


The recent rains point u p a p roblem that results from sins 
of the past. 
Palm Springs has many miles of streets th at were 
paved w ithout concrete curbs. 
The practive stem m ed from 
tlic wish .of subdividers to save m oney but it has also been 
fostered by som e as good engineering practice. 
This latter argum ent follows 
the well-intended 
but erro­ 
neous logic that a street w ith­ 
out curbs allows the w ater to 
run off the edges. What h ap­ 
pens after 
it 
runs 
off the 
edges? Well, it’s supposed to 
soak into the ground, and that 
it does when the precipitation 
is light. But during a hard arin 
the soil becomes saturated and 
the water can do nothing but 
run down hill. 


ABOUT THIS POINT you lltav 
be wondering if we had forgot­ 
ten that highw ays are con­ 
structed w ithout curbs. No we 
haven’t. If you will observe 
carefully you’ll note that high­ 
ways are alw ays built above 
surrounding ground. The rain 
falling on the paved surface 
runs into ditches on one or 
both sides of the highway.' 
Residential and b u s i n e s s 
streets could be built the same 
way hut 
users of adjoining 
properties w o u l d 
find 
the 
ditch inconvenient to cross. In ­ 
stead of being built above a d ­ 
jacent lands, city streets are 
constructed a tew inches lower 
than abutting property so as 
to drain storm 
w ater away 
from the buildines. But when 
these streets are built without 
curbs the w ater erodes the soil 
at the edges of the pavement. 
The edges break off or ravel 
and the pavement fails. In a d ­ 


dition to forming the edge of a 
water channel, a curb serves 
the sam e purpose on a paved 
street as a seam or selvedge 
on a piece of cloth— it keeps 
the edge from raveling. 


THE CITY'S subdivision or­ 
dinance no longer permits sub­ 
dividers to install streets w ith­ 
out curbs so the proportion of 
problem s t r e e t s will grow 
sm aller as tim e goes by. You 
might say we put a curb on 
the former practice! 
W hile on the subject of rain 
and streets did vou know that 
the more densely inhabited a 
city becomes the greater the 
am ount of storm w ater that 
must he handled? 
Every time a roof is built, a 
driveway, sidewalk, or patio 
laid, a com parable area of soil 
that formerly soaked up some 
rain is now m ade entirety im ­ 
pervious to water. < If the roof 
isn’t, you sure tell the contrac­ 
tor about it.) It is not unusual 
to find that half the ground 
in a residential neighborhood 
has been sealed up. in 
the 
business section 100'. may he 
sealed off like parafine on a 
jelly jar. 
W hen this condition prevails 
every drop of rain that falls 
m ust 
be 
carried a w a y 
by 
streets and storm drains. Man 
certainly m ak e s life compli­ 
cated for himself.

Southern 
California's 
tourist 
business this Summer w as one 
of the best in years, and so far 
the Fall 
season is continuing 
high, the All-Year Club report­ 
ed today. 
Nearly $90,000,000 w as spent 
here by out-of-state tourists du r­ 
ing the months of September and 
October, according to George J, 
O'Brien, president of the com­ 
m unity organization for h an d ­ 
ling the tourist advertising. 


THIS WAS NEARLY 7 per cent 
more money than the sam e pe­ 
riod a year ago. 
Fall started off with a mild 
gain of 2.(1 per cent in Septem­ 
ber and then boosted to a 12.5 
pet cent jum p in spendings du r­ 
ing October. November completes 
the Fall season. 


"MORE THAN HALF of this 
$90,000,000 was spent directly in 
retail trade throughout southern 
California,” O’Brien said. “The

Million Pounds 
The Date Advisory board this 
week revised estimates for the 
1932 Coachella Valley date crop 
to 25 million pounds, ten million 
less than last year’s crop and 
about 15 million less than previ­ 
ous estimates. 
Between 60 and 65 per cent of 
the crop has been harvested and 
quality— like volume— is low. 
Through November 15, 81.9 per 
cent of the crop has been s ta n d ­ 
ard grade or better, six per cent 
less than last year. 
The extended hot weather in 
October and November, the two 
November rains, and curtailed 
growing practices by date grow ­ 
ers endeavoring to cut costs were 
given as reasons for the "short” 
crop.

Palm Desert Sunbeams 
By EDITH EDDY W ARD 


Well, it looks like an early 
Spring, already! There are com- 
perusations for everything and 
while the past two or three 
weekends have been cold and 
not at all conducive to sun­ 
bathing. the recent rains have 
so thoroughly s o a k e d 
the 
parched desert soil that already 
the dunes are turning green. No­ 
ticed yesterday that all along 
the sand dunes visible from the 
road to Indio tiny plants are 
springing up. Unless some tin 
expected frost sets in to freeze 
them—and that very seldom hap­ 
pens—a very line flower show 
along our desert roads is right 
now on its way. 
Our desert sand is the very 
finest kind of soil and almost 
anything will grow in it with 
water. It is quite astonishing 
how little encouragement it re­ 
quires to make of the barren 
•dunes a veritable Garden of 
Eden with sand verbena, dune 
primrose, desert gold, spectacle 
pod and a host of other flowers, 
of all colors and sizes and forms. 
It begins to look like such a 
display is due this year. 
And speaking of desert flow­ 
ers, wonder why more people 
don’t make use of desert shrub­ 
bery for landscaping instead of 
those expensive and uncertain 
semi-tropical plants folks seem 
to think they just simply have 
to have. People load up with 
plants that need -lots of water 
and then they find themselves 
tied down. If they want to steal 
a week or two in the city some­ 
one has to bo engaged to keep 
stuff watered. If they could jus' 
get converted to’ using our na­ 
tive desert plants tiiev could 
leave whenever they wished and 
not have to worn too much 
about watering while they are 
gone. Desert plants can take neg­ 
lect for long periods without 
suffering. 
. 
What is more lovely than a 
desert palo verde tree in bloom! 
Its golden cascades of might 
yellow flow'ers shed gaiety all 
over the yard! And mixed in 
with a couple of these typical 
desert trees could be a nice Jac­ 
aranda tree, with its deep pur­ 
plish blooms. Some folks admire 
the desert smoke tree. Ever see 
one in bloom? Thev are a solid 
mass of the deepest blue flowers 
you ever Saw. A friend of ours. 
Ted Hutchinson, W'ho runs a des­ 
ert nursery up Barstow way. 
raises them from seed and sells 
them for as little as a dollar a 
plant. Desert holly, too. Desert 
h o lly , watered occasionally, 
make a most attractive low bush. 
Then there is chuparosa, encelia, 
a dainty little number named 
"fairy duster” and a whole host 
of the most colorful and attrac­ 
tive desert plants, all easily ob­ 
tainable from Ted and all ac­ 
climated to this type of country 
and requiring not much water. 
The sages and several other 
plants add character to an? lot. 
One nice thing about desert 
flowers, too, is that they attract 
the birds with their lilting songs; 
and some will even be enticed 
into nesting close by. Most of 
these plants are very hardy per­ 
ennials and most of the annu­ 
als re-seed themselves. And they 
appreciate but do not demand 
much water. For the more spa­ 
cious yards, there are such des­ 
ert bushes as Desert Lavender. 


Incense Bush and ocotillo. For 
walls and unsightly spots, there 
is a dainty climbing plant of the 
greenest green imaginable, with 
the long botanical name bran- 
digea bigelovli which replants 
itself, grows very rapidly and 
spreads in a 
rich 
emerald 
mantle.
